CURE OF A MAN LAME TWELVE MONTHS—SPIRIT-PROPHECY, 


Watson Freeman, a worthy and highly respectable citizen of 
this city, well-known to a large majority of its population and 
that of the surrounding country, bad been an invalid for twelve 
months, suffering from a violent sprain of the ancle-joint.

During his harangue, 
Horace was seated directly opposite to him, gently reclining against 
the side of the saloon—hbis head thrown back, his eyes closed and his 
month slightly open, and he enjoying a most profound and sonorous 
slumber. It was indeed a scene for the pencil of an artist. The win- 
dow was slightly open and the gentle breeze stole softly in and dallied 
with Lis golden hair, waving it to and fro like the tall grain in the 
autuma wiod ; and then, too, as if envious of the breeze, a bright sun- 
beam crept in and kissed his face, leaving there its heavenly radiance 
uponit. There was a holy calm upon that countenance, which be- 
tokened “exceeding peace within? The old white coat, with a hole 
in each clbow, nestled closely around him as if in love for the child 
which it had sheltered for so many years from the blasts of winter and 
the heats of sammer. In a short time all eyes were wandering from the 
ranter to the quiet sleeper, and ihe congregation were soon lost in 
admiration of the nasal music which, most unfortunately for them, 
was disturbed and broken by the officiousness of a lady friend who dis- 
pelled his day-dream by a nudge from her unfeeling elbow.

As a 
whole, the lecture had a good influence, although it was a most trying 
situation for Miss Jay, who went through the fiery ordeal with credit to 
hereelf and the great cause in which sho is enlisted. The next morning 
our friend of the white neckcloth asked Mr. Greeley how he liked the lec- 
ture of the previous evening, to which he quickly and aptly replied “a 
good deal better than yours, sir”
